In 1963 a few members of the Parish Church were eagerly awaiting the arrival 
of the new vicar. Now fifteen years later many villagers, members of the 
Church and other neople, are sorry that the time has come for him tc retire, 
That so many are sorry is an indication of the high regard in which George 
Palmer is hele. after his years of work in various spheres whilst carrying out 
his duties as Vicar of Deddington. 


Soon after his arrival he was made Rural Dean which meant that Deddingtonhad 

to share his services with the whole Deanery - for the Rural Dean is respon~ 
sible for maintaining the regular ministry in all the Churches for much of 

North Oxfordshire. Later he took an active part in the formation of the Banbury 
Couneil of Churches which included Churches of all denominations in the Deanery. 
The Committee for United Church Music was chaired by George Palmer and one of 
the first of the successful series of Choir Festivals was held in Deddington. 


The Church Stewardship Campaign which involved regular, planned giving was 
started shortly after his appointment to Deddington and has enabled the Church 
to deal with a serious backlog of neglected repairs. This is a good example 
of the way in which he has inspired his parishbners to do the tasks which 

were necessary. In many other ways he has sewn the necessary seeds or 
delegated work to produce results. He has worked quietly away at many village 
activities like the Parish Council; the Deddington Charities, who have modern- 
ised the Alms Houses; the Deddington Housing Association who have built the 
new bungalows for elderly people in Narls Lane; and he served on the Jubilee 
Committee. He inaugurated and maintained the "Meals on Wheels" service which 
delivers lunches cooked in the school canteen to the elderly and house=bound 
twice per week during the school terms. He still takes his turn delivering 
these, 


While he has been Chairman of the Primary School Managers the building has been 
greatly improved with additional classrooms and modernisation. He has ably 
supported the Headmaster and his staff ani taken an active part in the religious 
life and teaching at the school. He also took a keen interest in the work of 
the staff and pupils at the Windmill Secondary School and later he supported 
the activities of the Varriner School ~ offering his help and the use of the 
Church for drama and music. Having an interest in drama he has supported the 
various drama societies which have functioned = the Nomads, the Deddinston 
Players and producers of drama in Church, often helping behind the scenes. 


With the creation of the Conference Corner and the building of a portable stage 
the Church has opene? its doors to a whole range of activities such as drama, 
concerts, exhibitions ani talks. Many village .communcations have been produced 
by his "cuplicating service" and its probable disappearance has already 
threatened to bring Deddington News to its knees. He is now one of the best 
known vicars in Oxfordshire following his rezular broadcasts on Radio Oxford. 
His work within and outside the parish was recognised when he was recently 

made a Canon of Christ Church Cathedral Oxford. 


When one considers all the achievements of the last 15 years, it is not diffi- 
cult to see how much he will be missed whenl® retires to Benson in October. 
Just as much shall we miss Nora also, who has worked hard as part of the "team" 
with her warm and loving personality. ‘She re-formed the Church Choir and has 
helped to run many cher activities. 


Together they have left their mark on Deddington as few have done before and 
we wish them a longs and happy retirement.

By-the way Oxfordshire has about the most 
successful oil. recovery scheme in the country. Let's keep it up.

The Pudden Pie Fair will be held on 9-11 November this year. 


Trees in the Castle Grounds: About 60 elms are thought to be in a dangerous 
condition. -A sub-committee has been formed to decide which trees should be 
cleared, Cherwell District Council’s tree replacement scheme offers a 75% 
grant towards the cost of replanting trees and it is hoped to take full advantage 
of this. Some trees in the Castle Grounds have recently been cut down and there 
was some uncertainty as to whether these were on Council or private ground. 


Allotments: at present there is no waiting list and applications are invited. 
Anyone wanting to be put on the waiting list for allotments should contact the 
Clerk, Lewis Foreman ;, 2 Market Place, 


Footpath Lighting: The Council is still investigating the cost and aisleeni ity 
of changing to photocell lighting. When discussions with the 5.E.B. and Cherwell 
District Council are complete, a Parish Meeting will be called to decide 

whether residents are in favour of the change. 


Windmill Hall Site: Norman Drake reported that the Adult Education Committee 

had been dissolved as there was no time to organise new classes for the autumn 
term, and the members had re-formed themselves into the Hall Management Committee 
in order to keep up village activities. The County Council Education Department 
has no further use for the buildings and the Sites Department is now preparing 

a leasing or purchasing proposition for the Parish Council. No costs have yet 
been mentioned. 


(Information gathered since this meeting indicates that the Management Committee 
is permitted to continue running the indmill Hall for the time being. What is 
very unlikely, however, is that the County Council will allow the buildings to 

be heated, which means that the Guides, Brownies, Cubs, Choral Society, Badminton 
Club and Scouts will be, quite literally, left in the cold until the future of 
the hall is resolved, We believe the matter is to be raised again at the 
September Parish Council meeting. ) 


P.C. Investments: investments totalling nearly £2,200 with Kent County are now 
due: to be redeemed. The money represents the Pavilion Fund, originating from 
past village hall fund raising efforts and it can be used only for village hall 
purposes. The Council agreed to withdraw the money and reinvest in a short-term 
Building Society policy so that it can be made available quickly, if needed.

The meeting was a short one = many councillors were absent in this holiday month, 


Cherwell District Council Bye law concerning Private Car Hire: from now on Private 
Hire car firms would have to register and remove illuminated signs on cars to 
avoid confusion with taxis. The Parish Council, asked to comment, will reply 
that as far as Deddington is concerned there is no need for either regulation. 


Resignation of Mrs. Sansome: Mrs. Sansome's letter of resignation referred to 
her pleasure at being involved in Parish Council business and occasional 
frustrations in the face of bureaucracy. She suggested that critics should 
come to Parish Council meetings more often. Mr. C. Fuller asked for thanks to 
be recorded in the minutes for Mrs. Sansome's ‘enthusiasm and sincerity’. 
Unless there was a demand for a costly election, the Council would co-opt a 
new member from nominations made before September 19th. (For detai 1s see 
Parish Council Notice Board. ) 


Castle Grounds: A new lock will be placed on the gate across the road used by 
the rifle club. 


A letter from the Department of Environment stated that the restoration of” 
excavations on Department's ground will depend on the condition of the masonry. 
Councillors were concerned that the excavations might prove dangerous to children 
if they filled with water, or that children might damage the masonry left 
uncovered. It was decided to leave the matter for the moment, but write asking 
for clarification of the boundary between the Department's area and the playing... 
field, 


Lights in The Daedings: The Council agreed to the provision of two lights, one 
in front and one behind the seven old people's bungalows being built in The 
Daedings. They agreed to try photocell switches (the lamps will be on most of 
the night) and asked for columns similar to those already in The Daedings. 


Bus, Shelter Light: The Cornhill Insurance Company have paid £27 and the light 
will be repaired. The Insurance Company did not wish this to be a precedent for 
the future.
